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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 
Drawings 

The drawings were received on 8/1 1/2008. These drawings are accepted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 9-10, 12-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The claims are rendered indefinite because 
there seems to be some inconsistency in the claim language. Some claims such as 
claim 9 recite a drive mechanism or assembly comprising elements such as an epicyclic 
gearbox, a housing, a piston rod, dose dial sleeve, and drive sleeve, while other claims 
recite a drug delivery device comprising these same elements. It is unclear if the 
elements belong to the drive mechanism or drug delivery device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 14, 17, 20, 23, and 26-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by DCA Design International (WO 02/076535). DCA discloses a drug 
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delivery injection device comprising a housing (2) wherein a first portion of the housing 
is configured to receive a cartridge (6) and the second part of the housing contains a 
drive mechanism including an epicyclic gearbox (20, 22, 24, 26), further comprising a 
drive sleeve (30, 18) configured to engage a piston (8, 10), and further comprising a 
dose dial means (42). The examiner notes that the term "epicyclic gearbox" is being 
interpreted with the definition provided by the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 9-10, 12-13, 15-16, 18-19, and 21-22 would be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in 
this Office action. 

Claims 24-25 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/1 1/2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to the applicant's argument that DCA does not disclose the 
limitations recited in claims 14, 17, and 20, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The 
examiner contends that DCA does disclose elements that can be interpreted as a drive 
sleeve and dose dial sleeve. In regards to claim 20, the examiner notes that "pen-type" 
is a broad limitation and that the device of DCA is disclosed as being small enough to fit 
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into a jacket pocket or hand bag and therefore can be broadly interpreted as a "pen- 
type" injector. The applicant did not provide any arguments for independent claim 23. 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 8/1 1/2008, with respect to the Moller 
rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. This rejection has been 
withdrawn.
